Over 250 Taking BCC Courses 
At 7 Off-Campus Locations in Area 


By way of better serving the 
higher educational needs of the 
community, Broome Community 
College is offering courses to 
more than 250 people at seven 
different off-campus sites in the 
area this fall. 


Courses in three area high 
schools are given during the day 
as part of the colleges Early Ad- 
mission Program for high school 
students. The three high schools 
involved are Susquehanna Val- 
ley, Whitney Point and Chenango 
Forks. 


The other four sites are at the 
old Raymond Corp. plant in 
Greene, New York State Electric 
& Gas Corp. in Vestal, Bingham- 
ton General Hospital, and Union- 
Endicott High School. All these 
courses are given in the late af- 
ternoon or evening, mainly for 
working adults, and all carry col- 
lege credit.

In the face of declining enroll- 
ments throughout the state and 
the nation Broome Community 
College has attracted a record 
number of students in all three of 
its major categories this fall. 

The full-time day enrollment is 
up 2% over last year to an all- 
time high of 2,754; the increase 
in part-time students is up 23% 
over a year ago to a record num- 
ber of 2,452; and the total of the 
two is 11% over last year to 
5,206, the highest total ever in 
credit Courses. 

To this number will be added 
another approximately 1,500 stu- 
dents when the totals for the non- 
credit mini courses are final at 
the end of the fall semester. This 
could bring the grand total num- 
ber of people being served by the 
college this fall to almost 7,000. 

Comparisons between this fall’s 
enrollment and last year’s in ihe 
three major categories show 
2,754 full-time day students this 
year compared to 2,693 last year, 
2,452 part-time students com- 
pared to 1,998, and a total of 
5,206. This was 4,691 a year ago. 

The full-time day enrollment 
consists of 1,674 freshmen stu- 
dents and 1,080 seniors. 

Some of the reasons advanced 
by college officials include the 
90 students enrolled through the 
new federal Trade Readjustment 
Act (TRA), which pays support 
for GAF employees laid off last 
year to retrain for new skills. 

There are also some new aca- 
demic offerings, like office ser- 
vices, paralegal assistant and the 
early admissions programs at 
Susquehanna Valley, Whitney 
Point and Chenango Forks High 
Schools. 

Unusually heavy enrollments 
were experienced in such degree 
programs as engineering sci- 
ence, accounting, data process- 
ing and electrical technology, 
while the health science curric- 
ula remained at virtual capacity. 

Some programs dropped off 
from last year, however, such as 
civil and chemical technology, 
although there are still fine em- 
ployment opportunities for grad- 
, uates of these curricula.

Area Contractors Donate Miecro-Grade Laser 


$8,000 Unit 
Big Help 
In Civil Tech 


A group of 14 area contractors 
contributed to the purchase of a 
Micro-Grade Laser System which 
was donated to Broome Commu- 
nity College this fall. The system 
is valued at about $8,000. 


Davis Burritt, executive vice- 
president for Murray Walter, Inc., 
made the presentation on behalf 
of the contractors, and BCC 
President Peter Blomerley ac- 
cepted the gift. Burritt, inciden- 
tally, is a 1949 graduate of BCC 
and he was instrumental in rais- 
ing the funds. 


The Micro-Grade Laser Sys- 
tem is a high technology device 
that gives more accurate results 
in less time than previous meth- 
ods. Used in construction and 
engineering projects, it enables 
an operator to make better con- 
trolled measurements for high- 
ways, airports, large and small 
water and sewer lines, piles and 
pile driving, excavations of all 
types, and tunneling, to mention 
a few of its capabilities. 


The gift is a result of last 
spring’s meeting of the BCC Civil 
Technology Department’s Advi- 
sory Committee. Burritt, speaking 
at the time for the local construc- 
tion industry, said that graduates 
of BCC’s Civil Technology pro- 
gram would be more valuable on 
the job if they had training on this 
type of system. 


His efforts over the next four 
months culminated in the contri- 
bution of the gift to the college. 

The applications of the Micro- 
Grade Laser System are extreme- 
ly varied, in and outside of the 
construction industry, according 
to Stephen Steele, chairman of 
the Civil Technology Department 
at the college. 


It is a welcome addition to the 
department’s equipment, he said, 
and the presentation of it as a 
gift is an outstanding example of 
industry and the college working 
hand in hand to educate students 
in “real world” techniques.

BCC/SUNY-B Cross Registration 


More than two dozen students 
are participating in the unique 
cross-registration program of 
Broome Community College and 
the State University of New York 
at Binghamton (SUNY-B). 


The program, which attracted 
28 students in its first year of op- 
eration last year, has drawn a 
total of 25 for the current semes- 
ter. Of this number, 10 are from 
BCC and 15 from SUNY Bing- 
hamton.

Enrollment in any 
class is also on a space-avail- 
able basis. 

“We are very pleased with the 
way this cross-registration pro- 
gram has been working out,” 
said Jerry Ryan, dean of aca- 
demic services and campus co- 
ordinator for the program at BCC. 

Jim Sullivan, transfer coordi- 
nator in Advising Services and 
coordinator of the cross-registra- 
tion program at SUNY-B, noted 
that the program’s success “‘has

BCC Conducts 
Transfer Day 


More than 400 BCC students 
and recruiting interviewers from 
73 colleges and universities par- 
ticipated in Transfer Day on the 
campus this fall, as this annual 
event attracted considerable in- 
terest and enthusiasm. 


Purpose of Transfer Day is to 
enable BCC students to learn 
about opportunities for them at 
four-year colleges after they 
graduate from BCC. 


The admissions officers from 
the visiting colleges distributed 
literature about their schools and 
answered students’ questions 
about many topics—such as ac- 
ceptance of BCC credits, finan- 
cial aid and campus life. 


The Transfer Day Program was 
conducted under the auspices of 
the BCC Counseling and Student 
Development Center. 





89-Year-Old 
Man Oldest 
On Campus 


A look at the ages and sexes 
of the current BCC student body 
reveals some interesting informa- 
tion — such as the fact that there 
are more women than men at 
BCC. 


Among the total student body 
of 5,206, there are 51% women 
and 49% men. The men outnum- 
ber the women in the full-time 
day student category, however, 
with a 52% to 48% advantage. 

But there are considerably 
more women than men among 
the part-time students, most of 
whom attend evening classes. Of 
the 2,452 part-time students this 
fall, 55% are women and 45% 
men — 1,338 women to 1,114 
men. 


The figures show, too, that 
53% of the student body attends 
full-time with 47% taking courses 
on a part-time basis, both day 
and evening — 2,754 full-timers 
and 2,452 part-timers. 


One of the most startling dis- 
closures was the fact that an 89- 
year-old Binghamton man took a 
course this fall. He is Pat Tierno, 
former owner of Binghamton 
Leather and Luggage Store. He 
audited the course entitled Cases 
in Ethnicity: The Italian-Ameri- 
can. 


He gave the class a unique 
breadth of first hand information, 
as he has lived through the Ital- 
ian-American experience in the 
entire 20th century on both sides 
of the Atlantic Ocean. He is prob- 
ably the oldest student the col- 
lege has ever had. 


The figures on age show that 
almost 25% of the entire student 
body is over the age of 30, with 
more than one third of them older 
than 25. 

The two principal reasons for 
this is the developing trend to- 
ward older students and the fact 
that about 90 older students have 
enrolled as a direct result of the 
federally supported TRA _ pro- 
gram. 

TRA stands for Trade Read- 
justment Act, which provides tui- 
tion, books and living expenses 
for people who have lost their 
jobs as a result of foreign com- 
petition in the industry in which 
they worked. Laid-off GAF em- 
ployees are covered by this pro- 
gram, and 90 of them have en- 
rolled at BCC to seek new skills 
for new careers. 

The age figures also reveal, as 
expected, that the part-time stu- 
dents are older than the full-time 
Ones. Most of the full-time day 
students are high school gradu- 
ates who enrolled at BCC the 
fall after graduation, while most 
of the part-timers are working 
adults in the community who take 
a course or two at a time. 


Women Comprise 51% of BCC Student Body

BCC has completed three more 
formal arrangements to pave the 
way for its students to transfer to 
other colleges to continue their 
higher education. 


The agreements are with the 
State University of NY colleges at 
Cortland, Delhi, Canton, and they 
cover 12 different fields of study. 
Cortland is a 4-year college and 
Delhi and Canton 2-year agricul- 
tural and technical colleges. 


In each case, BCC students 
will be guaranteed admission 
and dormitory space, be eligible 
for financial aid, and have all 
their BCC credits accepted. 

Main purpose of the 1 + 1 ar- 
rangements with Delhi and Can- 
ton is to enable Broome County 
residents to earn degrees in 
fields of study not offered at 
BCC. They can live at home and 
study for the first year at BCC, 
and then transfer to the other 
colleges for their second year 
and the special courses needed 
for their associate degrees.

Hornets Cop 
Turkey Trot 


Coach Dick Baldwin and his 
Broome Community College bas- 
ketball Hornets got their 32nd 
season off to a winning start by 
capturing their first three games, 
including the title in the annual 
BCC Turkey Trot Tournament the 
weekend before Thanksgiving. 


The victories put Baldwin ever 
closer to the 700 career victory 
mark. They gave him 697 tri- 
umphs in his long and illustrious 
caree. 


He is the “winningest” active 
two-year college coach in the 
country, and is closing in on a 
plateau reached by very few. 
Only such coaches as Hank Iba, 
Adolph Rupp, Phog Allen and Ed 
Diddle in the four-year college 
ranks and Floyd Wagstaff of Tyler 
Junior College in Texas have 
achieved 700 wins. 


In defeating Jamestown, Ful- 
ton-Montgomery CC and Delhi 
Tech, the Hornets showed some 
strengths and some weaknesses. 

The strengths included a 
strong defense, a 22-point per- 
formance by George Piniella in 
one game and a 24 and 23 point 
showings by Lloyd Saunders, 
and the great leaping ability of 
Ben Gardenhire. Though only 
6-feet, 2-inches tall, he is a 
superb shot rejector and re- 
bounder. Piniella was named the 
Most Valuable Player in the Tur- 
key Trot for the second year in 
succession. 

Don McEvoy began to show 
his return to last year’s fine form, 
after joining the team late follow- 
ina his soccer season. And the 
ability to hold slim leads against 
good opposition was most evi- 
dent. 

Weaknesses appear to be a 
lack of over-all shooting and a 
tendency to turn the ball over 
too often. Reliance on the fast 
break could be at least partially 
responsible for the turnovers, but 
it should also lead to many points. 

Three games obviously do not 
make a season, but winning is a 
good way to start any schedule.

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87% of Class of °¢8 Work or Transfer 


45% Employed, 
42% Go on to 
Other Colleges 


A total of 87% of the 1978 
graduates of Broome Community 
College either went to work or 
transferred to four-year colleges, 
according to the colleges latest 
placement report. 


The report showed that 45% 
of the graduates found employ- 
ment, while 42% continued their 
higher education at four-year col- 


leges or universities. About 8% 
were unemployed at the time of 
the recent survey, and 5% were 
unavailable for work or to go on 
to college. 


These figures are based on an 
81% return from the 822 grad- 
uates, who received their asso- 
ciate degrees. 


Salary information was not yet 
available as this edition of BCC 
TODAY was being prepared for 
publication. 


The significance of the figures 
mentioned above is that they 
demonstrate that BCC is accom- 
plishing two of its major missions 
—that of preparing graduates for 
immediate employment or for 
transfer to four-year colleges. 


Most of BCC’s 24 degree- 
granting programs are occupa- 
tionally oriented, so that their 
students are taught the skills 
needed for finding a job. 


Several of the curricula, on the 
other hand, have as their goals 
the preparation of graduates to 
enable them to transfer to four- 
year colleges, both in New York 
State and beyond its borders. 

Some additional information 


from the survey is presented in 
the box at the right, which gives 
a summary of the report’s high- 
lights.
